WASHINGTON, Monday, July 12.— 
Acting on advices received by telegraph 
late last night from The New Orleans 
Times-Picayune, Secretary Daniels di- 
rected the naval radio station at Arl- 
ington, \Va., to flash a warning to all 
ships at sea to be on the lookout for 
bombs supposed to have been placed 
on board certain vessels, and warning 
particularly the steamers Howth Head 
and Baron Napier that information had 
come to the Navy Department that ex- 
plosive bombs may have been placed on 
those two vessels. All ships were’ re- 
quested to try to communicate with the 
Howth Head and the Baron Napier. 
The Howth Head and the Baron Na- 
pier both salied from New Orleans on 
July 9 with cargoes for the Allies. The 
Howth Head cleared for Belfast and 
Dublin, byt is scheduled to put in at 
Norfolk en route. The Baron Napier is 
bound direct for Avonmouth, England. 
The Arlington station sent its warning 
to the Naval. Wireless Station at Key 
West, which is nearest to the points at 
sea where the two ships are now sup- 
posed to be. As the two vessels left 
New Orleans on Friday they must be in 
the ‘vicinity of Key West. 
The message did not reach the Navy 
Department until after the Bureau of 
Opefations had closed at midnight, but 
was delivered at once to Secretary Dan- 
fels, who turned the matter over to Lieu- 


tenant Byron McCandless of the bureau, 

with instructions to have a warning mes- 

gagé sent from the Arlington and Key 
. West radio stations of the navy. 

The message, ag sent broadcast by the 
Arlirigten station, was: 

Steamers Baron Napier and Howth 
Head, cleared July 8 from New Or- 
leans, reported to have explosives se-

The Key West station has instructions 

to endeavor to communicate the news 
direct to the Howth Head and the Baron 
Napier and endeavor to obtain acknowl- 
_ edgements from each of these steamers.

pend this message within a radius of 
,2,000: miles with a wave length that 

can be picked up by vessels of the types

)| Smoldering Freight Removed and 


‘Fire All Oat—Material Found 
Shows a Bomb Was There. 


HALIFAX, N. &, July 11.—The. At- 
lantic transport liner Minnehaha, which 
put in here after the explosion and fire 
on board last Wednesday, sailed for 
London tonight. All of the smoldering 
freight had been removed andthe’ fire 
completely extinguished:* 

Officers of tne steamer declined to say 
whether their exemination ofthe for- 
ward hold yielded evidence to show that 
the éxplosion was caused by a bomb. It 
was léarned, however, that while re- 
moving: the damaged cargo, stevedores 
found several pieces of copper wire and 
other. materials; which, it was said, were 
hot a part of the cargo. Members of 
the crew said tha: some of these ma~ 
teriais resembled coils such as are used.

The emptying of the forward part of 
the vessel disclosed that the explosion 
had occurred on the orlop deck, near 
the centre of the steamer, and not in the 
No. 3 hold, as at first thought. The 
deck was raised four inches at one point, 
a heavy beam, running fore and aft and 
supporting: the deck, was buckled, and 
several-stanchions were. twisted. 

To reach the seat of the fire on the 
orlop deck it was necessary to open the 
hatch of the No. 4 hold and gradually 
remove the cargo, fighting the flames at 
the same ‘time.’ When the deck was 
finally cleared. the fire was subdued.

500 VISITORS RUSH ASHORE 


Sounding of Alarm on Vessel 
at-Philadelphia Pier at First 
Thought a Signal for Drill.

PHILADELPHIA, July 11.—Five hun-' 


dred visitors were aboard the battleship 
Alabama, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Helm, commander of the reserve fleet 
at League Island, this afternoon, when 
fire- was discovered under the forward 
turret of the 13-inch guns and danger- 
ously close to the magazines. When the 
alarm gong began booming the crew’ di- 
vided itself into two parts, half fighting 
the flames and the other hustling the 
guests down the. gangplank. 

It took an hour of stiff work to sub- 


due the flamés, which at one time were. 


so threatening that a squad of men was 
ordered to stand by and be ready to 
flood .the magazines. 

When the alarm started many of the 
visitors imagined they were about to 
witness some sort of a fire drill, but 
when a few minutes later they caught 
a glimpse of smoke from the hatchways 
near the turret there was a general rush 
for the shore. But there was no chance 
for any disordér,. as- the bluejackets 
were at their posts in a jiffy, directing 
the frightened men and women across 
the decks and down the gangways. Some 
of the sailors were at first inclined to 
believe the clanging of the bell meant 
simply a summons for a fire drill. 

In a few moments,everybody but the 
crew. was ashore, while those aboard 
fought the fire with concentration and 
precision. .Their efforts. were directed by 
Lieutenant W. C. McCracken, in com- 
mand of the ship. 

The smoxe at first was so dense that 
it was difficult to find the flames. Ali

FLYING BOAT HIT LOG;

Edwin Morse and A.B. Gaines

The hydroaeroplane flight from New 
York to Albany which Edwin A. Morse, 
son of Charles W. Morse, and A. B. 
Gaines, the aviator, intended making 
yesterday did not come off. The hydro- 
aeroplane was wrecked within half a 
mile of the place selected for the start, 
and Messrs. Morse and Gaines were 
thrown into the water, Mr. Gaines under 
the machine. One wing of the machine 
was wrecked, and it was said that it 
will probably take a week for repairs. 
The flight may be attempted next Sun- 
day.

CANADIAN MUNITIONS PLAN |® 


To Be Submitted to Thomas When 
_He Arrives This Week. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, July 11.—Canadian 
manufacturers met here today to arrange 
a program for’the manufacture of am- 
munition, which will be submitted to the 
representative of the British Munitions 
Committee, who is expected here from 
England early this week.

Italians ‘Climb. Mountain. Peaks to 
Turn “ Impregnable ” Positions. 


VERONA, July 11, (via Paris.)—The 
taking by storm of the Dolomite Peak 
of Mont Tofano last Friday by the Al- 
pine troops is consi@ered “in army cir- 
cles to iliustrate the preference of using 
these troops for the seemingly impossi- 
ble task- of climbing precipices to. the 
longer process, of attacking through nar- 
row valleys and defiles, every rod of 
which is defended with fortifications. 

In this latter method of attack in some 
cases ‘the routes are so narrow that the 
men ‘could march only in singie ‘file,

The capture of Mont Tdfano makes the 
Italians masters of the road along the 
Travenanzes Valley, which is the short 
cut across the Dolomite Peak from the 
Falzarego Pass to to Cortina.

SHELLING OF ARRAS 
HAS LASTED 250 DAYS 


1,000 Out of 35,000 Inhabitants 
Remain, Sleeping in 
Cellars. 


ARRAS, July.9, (via Paris, July 11.)— 
Shells have been dropping into Arras 
at intervals today, as they have -been 
for. 250 days. Each twenty-four hours a 
few more buildings crumple .or . burn, 
although the Fire Department still is 
efficient in extinguishing flames, 

, One thousand civilians out of a former 
population of 35,000 are still here. . There 
were 4,000 in December, when The Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent first visited 
the town. A few scores of the inhabi- 
tants have been killed or wounded, while 
the others have’ been persuaded by -the 
military authorities to. go away. None 
of those remaining thinks of sleeping 
anywhere except in a cellar. The rest of 
their time Shey spend out of doors, when 
no shells are falling. 

The streets, which formerly were.filled 
with traffic, are now grassgrown. Two 
postmen deliver the mall, which “comes 
regularly once a day by military post. 
Several shops located underground are 
open for business. Displa on cellar 
doors are baskets. of fresh vegetables, 
which can be bought at about the same 
prices as in Paris. Inside the principal 
grocery are many standard brands of 
American, .French, and British «canned 


goods, 

* About half the outer walls of the beau- 
tiful City .Hall are still standing, but 
there remains onhy. one passed corner of 
the imposing belfry which once adorned 
the great square of Arras. A citizen

It had beeh supposed that the fune- 
tion of the Fédefal Trade Commission 
was. to show business men. how to 
obey thé law. . But the Vicé Chair- 
man; Hbwakb N. Huruey, marks out 
ah éntirely new line of activity: It 
sééms that ‘thé siiall mantifacturer, 
“the countty storekeeper, the ‘retail 


pa merchants,” do not know how to do 


business. The Fedéral Conimission, 
therefore, aims to make itself useful 
by showing them how to make more 
money by borrowing more. The coun- 
try is to be divided into zones, and the 
mérchants within them are to be shown 
how to keep their accounts uniformly, 
just a8 the railways were taught by 
thé Ititerstate Commerce Conitiission.

papers will not be able as often as now 
to ‘* beat *’ the Ambassadors in supply-

It -will remain for this week’s mar- 
ket to pass more deliberate judgment 
on the German note and on its prob- 
able consequences, but so far .as the 
financial district is concerned the be-} 
lief is firmly held that there -will be 
hho breath between this country and 
Germany. In that belief Wall Street 
is merely adhering to the view which 
it has entertained from a time very 
soon ‘after the sinking of the Lusix 
tania. Beyond ‘that the financial 
community had no yery clear idea, of 
how the situation would be handled. 
It is subject, therefore, to possible | 
surprises, and it was perhaps. not 
sufficiently. disposed to-take count: of 
this. possibility.. On the other, hana 
the feeling of assurance with which 
the market ended the week after a 
decline which had brought a loss of 
something over two points in/ the 
general leyel of prices was ‘b in 
no small degree upon factors which 
have. no direct relation to the rela- 
tions of this country to Germany. 
Last week. supplied important infor- 
mation in respect to certain under- 
lying factors. of wide bearing .upon 
the general business situation, and 
most if not-all of this information 
was decidedly favorable. So surely 
was the July Government crop re- 
port, which gave promise of a greater 
wheat yield than had ever been har- 
vested, a corn crop. better than last 
year’s, and no more than 10 per cent. 
under, the record yield of 1912,.and a 
crop outlook at large which was dis- 
tinctly favorable. Highly..eneourag- 
ing, toc, was the report of unfilled 
orders on the books of the Steel Cor- 
poration, which came to hand at the 
end of the week. . That showed an 
increase of 413,000 tons during the 
month of June, which brought the 
orders on the books of the corpora- 
tion to the highest level reported 
since February, 1914. Of the continued 
ease in money ample proof was af- 
forded. 

With these facts in mind ft is not 
surprising that reports concerning the 
tendency of general business, while 
still reflecting irregularity, .revealed 
in the main an enlarging tendency. 
If present crop prospects are ‘ap- 
proximately realized, if the ease in 
money’ is not deceptive, and if the 
position of the steel trade is as 
barometric of business at large as it 
usually is, the manufacturer, the 
merchant; and the banker have much 
reason to count on a forward move- 
ment in, business, which will extend 
to other lines than those which‘ have 
already profited By enlarged de; 
mands. These are conditions which 
are of thé highest promise for Amer- 
ican, business. This country, it is 
true, as all the commercial countries 
of the world, rests under the uncer- 
tainties which attach to the existence 
of war on an unprecedented scale, 
but will those uncertainties prevail | 
against the ‘unmistakable import of | 
conditions in this country; which con- 
tain /promise of improyement which 
has seldom if ever been éxceeded’ 
It seems unlikely that they will. At 
all’ events, it is’ clear that business 
men and the financial community do 
not expect that they will, and that 
in itself is one reason why they are 
not likely to. 

One hears) many expressions of 
opinion that a breach with Germany 
is not likely, but this in more cases 
than not is coupled with the view 





that even should a breach come it 
would not more ‘than temporarily, at 
most, interfere with the favorable | 
working of the factors. which are now 
shaping the course of business in the 
United States. . Inasmuch as the un- 
certainties of the war, so far as our 
own situation at présent is concerned, 
are reduced to ‘specific form mainly 
in the uncertainty which exists re- 
garding our relations with Germany 
over the infringement of our rights 
at ‘sea, the view that even a breach 
with Germany, would not seriously. 
interfere)with this country’s economic 
growth amounts in effect to the view 
that the uncertainties of the war will 
not stand in the way of further and 
probably much greater progress in 
American. industry and in American 
trade. Even in such a period of ex- 
pansion, however, the circumstances 
of the war may well call for read- 
justments, which will cause more ir- 
regularity than usually accompanies 
a broad forward movement in busi- 
néss. We have, for instance, to con- 
tend with the unusual liquidation of 
our securities by Burope and. with 
the problems causeq by the abnorma} 
state of the international exchanges. 
One result of those is that we will 
be called upon from time to-time to 
engage in credit transactions for the 
benefit of European countries which 
in the past have been accustomed to 
100%. to the “United States as a field 
for profitable investment rather than 
as gource of funds. ,

It is 
in every . sense desirable that we 
should now..be setting up the ma- 
chinery for financing our own foreign 
trade as well as aiding in the ‘financ- 
ing of foreign trade of other coun- 
tries. A step in that direction is be- 
ing taken in the new’ $20,000,000 
French ‘credit which is now being 
established here in the shape of bills 
drawn on banking institutions. and. 
houses here. These bills will be 
backed by the guarantee of the Bank 
of France and by the credit of the 
French Government itself, for they 
will be secured by, French Treasury 
notes, but the proceeds are to be 
used exclusively for commercial pur- 
poses. It is a step which should 
facilitate trade between the two coun-~ 
tries and one which may be expected 
to be followed by other similar trans- 
actions looking to a better provision 
for our commerce abroad. It is a 
token of the new opportunities. which 
are opening before this country and 
which we should seize with all the 
means at our command, the more s0 
because it is inevitable that war will 
bring its losses as well as its inci- 
dental gains. We.must be prepared 
to work diligently and resourcefully 
to hold after the war as much as pos- 
sible of the world’s trade.. We are 
getting now much trade which is 
coming. to us merely because it can- 
not go elsewhere,, So far as this rep- 
resents peaceful demands which will 
endure even after the clash of arms 
has ceased we should attempt to pro- 
vide such facilities for its conduct 
that a good share of it will remain 
with. us even when it is free to wig 
elsewhere.
